HAVE  long  been  Jefirous,  and  have  waited  feveral  years,  to  fee  a  publication  of  the  nature  of  the 
frlio  ving.  And  hough  I  w?s  fenfible  I  could  publiih  nothing  of  the  kind  without  the  fatigue  and 
expe^ceof  travelling  over greater!  part  of  the  continent;  yet,  at  the  requdt  of  many,  I  have  been  pre- 
vailed upon  to  make  the  tour  of  the  Baptift  Churches,  to  obtain  the  nec-.CC.iry  information.  With  a 
view  to  this  I  have  travelled  .about  700a  miles,  in  about  18  months,  chiefly  o?i  font,  and  h -.ve  vifited 
about  115  Churches,  a.'.d  15  AlTociations.     I  ana  perfonally  acquainted  with  150  Minifters  of  tin*   So- 

•  oiety,  fo  that  the  Regifter  may  f;:fe!y  be  depended  upon  in  genera!,  though  aher  all,  perhaps,  a 
few  Churches  and  Minifters  may  be  omitted.  It  i»  probable  al#,  that  the  number  of  merrit  ;rs  in 
fome  Churches  may  not  be  exact,  as  fome  do  not  aflbciate — o.iiers  wKo  dj,  neglect  to  fenJ  foiWird 
their  number— and  fome  make  confeienceof  numbering  the  people. 

Having  been  brought  up  with  a  view  to  the  bufineft  of  merchandize,  I  have  been  accufbmed  to 
keeping  accounts  ;  and  I  now  prefer  accounts  of  fouls  with  iheir  faces  fet  Zionward,  to  thole  which 
only  refpe6l  money  or  trade.     I  have   a  natural   turn  for  travelling,  an     I    am    convinced    I  couid  not 

•  better  fjend  my  time,  than  in  iteneratirg  ;o  preach  the  Gofpel,  and  to  colleSt  materials  which  may  af- 
filt  the  future  hiftorian  ;  and  though  1  have  met  with  many  discouragements'- from  narrow-minded  per- 
fons,  whofe  illeberal  fouls  are  not  concerned  for  the  public  welfare  ;  I  appeal  to  the  fearcher  of  hearts, 
that  my  principal  defign  is   to  make  the  Bapiifts  better  acquainted    with    each   o;her,  that   union    may 

Itnore  generally  obtain  amongft,  them.

THIS  Aflbciation  was  conflituted  in  1788.  They  have  adopted  the  Baptift  con- 
feflion of  faith.  Correfpond  with  Woodflock  and  New-Hampfhire  aflbciations, 
by  letters,  and  fometimes  delegates.  Their  annual  meeting  is  held  on  the  fourth  Wed- 
nefday  in  September,  and  holds  two  days. 

2.   GENERAL     MEETING,     {Province  Maine.) 

This  body  was  gathered  about  1786.  They  hold  to  the  Bible,  without  any  other 
confeflion  of  faith.  Keep  no  correfpondence.  Very  ltrict  in  the  practical  part  of 
religion.  Their  fentiments  are,  Univerfal  Provifion,  and  final  falHng  from  Grace. 
They  meet  quarterly  on  the  firft  Saturday  in  February,  May,  Auguft  and  November, 
for  three  days. 

3.  NEW-HAMPSHIRE     ASSOCIATION,     (N.H.J 

This  aflbciation  was  conflituted  about  1785.  They  have  received  the  confeflion  of 
faith.  Keep  correfpondence  with  Bowdoinham,  Meredith,  Woodflock  and  Warren 
aflbciations,  by  letters  and  delegates.  Their  annual  aflbciation  is  held  on  the  fecond 
Wednefday  in  June,  and  holds  two  days. 

4.  MEREDITH     ASSOCIATION,     (N.H.J 

This  aflbciation  was  conflituted  1789.  Adopted  the  confeflion  of  faith.  Correfpond 
with  New-Hampfhire  and  Woodflock  aflbciations,  by  letters  and  delegates.  Their 
yearly  convention  is  held  on  the  fecond  Wednefday  in  September,  and  holds  two  days. 

5.  WOODSTOCK     ASSOCIATION,     (N.H.J  F.J 

This  aflbciaiion  was  conflituted  in  February  1783.  Received  the  confeflion  of 
faith.  Correfpond  with  Warren,  Meredith,  New-Hampfhire,  and  Vermont  aflbcia- 
tions, by  letters  and  delegates.  Their  annual  meeting  is  held  on  the  fourth  Wednef- 
day in  September,  and  holds  two  days. 

6.WARREN     ASSOCIATION,     (Maffachufetts.)  R.  I.) 
This  aflbciation  was  conflituted  in  1767.     Embraced  the  confeflion    of  faith.    Keep 
correfpondence  with  Woodflock,  New-Hamplhire,  Stonington,  Staftefbury,   Vermont 
and  Philadelphia  aflbciations,  by  letters    and  delegates.     Their  annual  convention  is 
held  Tnefday  after  the  firfl:  Wednefday  in  September,  and  holds  two  days.

This  great  meeting  was  begun  about  1750.     Holds  to  the  VI  principles  in  Heb.  VI. 
Chap.  Univerfal  Provifion,  and  fome  of  final  falling  from  Grace.     No  correfpondence. 
Their  annual  meeting  is  on  Friday  before  the  fecond  Lord's  day  in  September,  and  laft 
two  days.     Communes  on  the  firfl:  day  with  them  who  hold  laying  on  of  hands. 
8.  STONINGTON     ASSOCIATION,     (C.)  R.  I.) 
This  aflbciation  was  begun  about  1780.     Adopted  the  confeflion  of  faith.     Corre- 
fpond with  Warren,  Shaftefbury  and  Danbury  aflbciations,  by  letters  and  delegates.

10.  DANBURY     ASSOCIATION,  (C.) 
This  afTociation  was  conftituted  September  1790.     Adopted  the  confeffion  of 
faith.     Keep  correfpondence  with  Stonington,  Shaftfbury  and  Philadelphia  afTo- 
ciations,  by  letters  and  delegates.     Their  annual  afTociation  is  held  on  the  third 
Wednefday  in  September,  and  holds  two  days. 

11.  VERMONT     ASSOCIATION,     {V.) 
This  afTociation  was  conftituted  in  1787.     Holds  to  the  confeffion  of  faith.  Has 
got  correfpondence  with  Shaftfbury,  Warren  and  Woodftock  affociations,  by  let- 
ters and   delegates.     Their  annual  convention  is  held  on  the  firft  Wednefday  in 
October,  and  lafts  two  days. 

12.  SHAFTSBURY     ASSOCIATION,     (N.T.J 
This  afTociation  was  conftituted  about  1780.     Adopted  the  confeffion  of  faith. 
Correfpond  with  Stonington,  Warren,  Vermont  and  Philadelphia  aflbciations,  by 
letters  and  delegates.     Their  annual   meeting  is  on  the  firft  Wednefday  in  June, 
and  holds  two  days. 

13.  EGREMONT    ASSOCIATION,     (N.T.J 

This  afTociation  was  conftituted  1788.  Holds  to  the  Calviniftic  principles  ;  tho' 
they  have  not  adopted  the  confeffion  of  faith.  No  correfpondence.  Have  a  plu- 
rality of  ruling  and  teaching  elders.  Their  annual  meeting  is  held  on  the  firft 
Wednefday  in  October,  and  holds  two  days. 

14.  PHILADELPHIA     ASSOCIATION.     (P.)N.  J.) 

This  afTociation  is  the  oldeft  on  the  continent,  was  conftituted  1707,  only  of 
five  churches.  Adopted  the  .confeffion  of  faith  1742.  They  correfpond  with 
Warren,  Shaftfbury,  Danbury,  Charlefton,  Ketockton,  the  general  committee  in 
Virginia  and  England,  and  fometimes  with  Stonington  and  Salifbury  afTociations, 
both  by  letters  and  delegates.  Their  annual  meeting  is  held  on  the  firft  Tuefday 
in  Oftober,  at  Philadelphia ;  but  every  third  year  in  New-York,  and  holds  three 
days. 

15.  REDSTONE    ASSOCIATION,     (P.)V.) 

This  afTociaiion  was  conftituted  about  1776.     Adopted  the  confeffion  of  faith. 
Keep  correfpondence  Only  with  the  Ketockton  afTociation,  by  letters  and  delegates.

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Tkeir  annual  convention  is  held  now  on  Saturday  before  the  laft  Lord's  Day  in 
September,  and  holds  three  days. 

16.  SALISBURY     ASSOCIATION,     {Mar.)V.) 

This  aflbciation  was  conftituted  1784.  Holds  to  the  Calviniftic  fentiments. 
Correfpond  fometimes  with  the  Philadelphia  aflbciation.  Their  annual  aflbcia- 
tion is  held  in  Maryland,  on  the  third  Saturday  in  Oil  >ber  ;  but  they  have  alfo 
an  occafional  aflbciation  held  in  Virginia,  on  the  third  Saturday  in  Auguft,  lafts 
three  days. 

17.  KETOCKTON     ASSOCIATION,     (Virginia.) 

This  aflbciation  was  conftituted  in  1765.  Adopted  the  confeflion  of  faith. 
Correfpond  with  the  Philadelphia  aflbciation  and  the  General  Committee  of  Vir- 
ginia (as  they  have  joined  in  union  with  feparate  Baptifts)  by  letters  and  delegates. 
Their  annual  meeting  is  held  now  on  Friday  before  the  third  Lord's  Day  in 
Auguft,  and  holds  three  days. 

18.  CHAPPAWAMSIC     DISTRICT     ASSOCIATION. 

This  aflbciation  (formerly  belonging  to  the  Ketockton)  was  conftituted  1789. 
Adopted  the  confeflion  of  faith.  Correfponds  with  the  Philadelphia  and  Ketock- 
ton aflbciations,  and  to  the  general  committee,  by  letters  and  delegates.  Their 
yearly  meeting  is  held  on  the  firft  Wednefday  in  September,  and  holds  only 
two  days. 

19.  ORANGE    DISTRICT    ASSOCIATION. 

This  aflbciation  was  conftituted  about  1786.  Have  not  adopted  the  confeflion 
of  faith,  as  there  are  fome  churches  who  hold  in  General  Provifion,  and  falling 
from  Grace.  They  correfpond  with  Dover  diftrict,  Ketockton  aflbciation,  and 
the  general  committee,  by  letters  and  delegates.  Their  annual  meeting  is  held 
on  Friday  before  the  third  Lord's  day  in  September,  and  holds  three  days. 

20.  DOVER    DISTRICT    ASSOCIATION. 

This  aflbciation  was  conftituted  about  1782.  Have  not  yet  adopted  the  confeffion 
of  faith,  as  there  are  fome  churches  and  minifters  hold  to  general  provifion.  They 
correfpond  with  Orange  diftrict  aflbciation,  and  the  general  committee,  both  by 
letters  and  delegates.  Their  yearly  meeting  is  held  on  the  fecond  Saturday  in 
October,  and  holds  two  days. 

21.  PORTSMOUTH     VIRGINIA     ASSOCIATION. 

This  aflbciation  was  conftituted  in  October  1790.  Have  adopted  twelve  arti- 
cles, agreeable  to  the  confeflion  of  faith.  They  correfpond  with  the  Kehukey 
aflbciation,  and  the  general  committee,  by  letters  and  delegates     They  convene 

annually 
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annually  on   the  Saturday  before   the  fourth  Lord's  Day  in  May,    and  hold 
three  days. 

22.    MIDDLE    DISTRICT     ASSOCIATION. 

This  aflociation  was  conftituted  1782.  Holds  the  Calviniftic  principles, 
though  they  have  not  adopted  the  confeffion  of  faith.  Correfpond  with  the  Roa- 
noke diftrict  aflociation,  and  the  general  committee,  by  letters  and  delegates.  They 
have  two  afTociations  yearly,  the  firft  on  the  third  Saturday  in  May,  and  the  fe- 
cond  on  the  fecond  Saturday  in  October,  and  hold  three  days — they  commune 
at  the  aflociation. 

23.  ROANOKE    DISTRICT    ASSOCIATION. 

This  aflociation  was  conftituted  about  1787.  Have  not  adopted  the  confeffion 
of  faith,  as  there  are  fome  churches  and  minifters  hold  to  the  general  provifion ; 
they  have  lately  publifhed  twenty  articles,  nearly  agreeable  to  the  confeffion  of 
faith ;  though  not  yet  adopted  by  the  churches.  They  correfpond  with  the 
Strawberry  and  Middle  diftrict  afTociations,  and  the  general  committee,  by  letters 
and  delegates.  They  have  two  afTociations  yearly,  the  firft  on  the  fecond  Satur- 
day in  June,  and  the  fecond  on  the  fecond  Saturday  in  October,  and  hold  three 
days — they  commune  at  the  aflociation. 

24.  STRAWBERRY    DISTRICT     ASSOCIATION. 

This  aflociation  was  conftituted  about  1785.  Has  not  adopted  the  confeffion 
of  faith,  as  fome  of  the  minifters  and  churches  hold  to  general  provifion.  Corre- 
fpond with  the  Holfton  aflociation  and  the  Roanoke  diftrict,  and  the  general  com- 
mittee, by  letters  and  delegates.  They  have  two  afTociations  yearly,  the  firft:  on 
the  laft  Saturday  in  May,  and  the  fecond  on  the  firft  Saturday  in  October,  and 
hold  three  days. 

25.    ELKHORN     ASSOCIATION,  (Kentucky.) 

This  aflociation  was  conftituted  about  1785.  Adopted  the  confeffion  of  faith, 
only  with  few  exceptions.  Has  got  no  correfpondence,  on  account  of  the  great 
diftance.  They  meet  annually  on  the  fecond  Saturday  in  Auguft,  and  hold  three 
days. 

26.    SALEM     ASSOCIATION. 

This  aflociation  was  conftituted  about  1789.  Has  received  the  confeffion  of 
faith,  Correfponds  only  with  the  Elkhorn  aflociation,  by  letters  and  delegates. 
They  convene  annually  on  the  fourth  Saturday  in  October,  and  hold  three  days. 

27.  SOUTH    KENTUCKEY    DISTRICT    ASSOCIATION. 

This  aflociation  was  conftituted  about   1785.     Adopted  no  articles  of  faith, 

only  the  Bible  •,  they  hold  to  general  provifion.     Correfpond  only  with  the  gene- 
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ral  committee,  by  letter,  and  fometimes  delegates.  Their  annual  aflbciation  is  held 
on  the  fecond  Thurfday  in  October,  and  befidcs  this,  they  have  two  occafional  a£- 
fociations  in  May  and  Auguft,  hold  three  days. 

28.  HOLSTON     ASSOCIATION,  (N.  C.) 

This  aflbciation  was  conftituted  about  1788.  Has  adopted  the  confeflion  of 
faith,  Correfponds  only  with  the  Strawberry^diftricl  aflbciation,  by  letters  and 
delegates.  Their  annual  aflbciation  is  held  on  the  firft  Saturday  in  Auguft,  and 
holds  three  days. 

29.    YADKIN    ASSOCIATION. 

This  aflbciation  was  conftituted  in  1787.  Has  adopted  no  articles  of  faith  ;  but 
in  general  holds  to  the  Calviniftic  fyftem.  Correfpond  only  with  the  Strawberry 
diftrict  aflbciation,  by  letter,  and  fometimes  delegates.  They  have  their  annual 
meeting  on.  the  fourth  Saturday  in  Auguft,  and  an  occafional  one  the  fourth  Satur- 
day in  April,  and  holds  three  days. 

30.  SANDY    CREEK     ASSOCIATION. 

This  aflbciation  was  conftituted  about  1756.  Holds  to  no  confeflion  of  faith,  as 
the  generality  of  them  hold  to  general  provifion.  They  correfpond  only  with  the 
Georgia  aflbciation,  by  letter  and  fometimes  delegates.  Their  annual  meeting  is 
held  on  Saturday  before  the  fourth  Lord's  Day  in  Oftober,  and  an  occafional  one 
in  Auguft,  hold  three  days. 

31.    KEHUKEY     ASSOCIATION. 

This  aflbciation  was  conftituted  about  1 7  7 1 .  Has  adopted  twelve  articles,  a- 
greeable  to  the  confeflion  of  faith.  They  correfpond  with  the  Virginia  Portfmouth 
aflbciation,  (who  came  out  from  this  laft  O&ober,)  by  letters  and  delegates.  Their 
annual  meeting  is  held  on  Saturday  before  the  fecond  Lord's  Day  in  October,  and 
holds  three  days. 

32.  BETHEL     ASSOCIATION,     fS.  C.J 

This  aflbciation  was  conftituted  1789.  Has  not  adopted  the  confeflion  of 
faith  •,  but  in  general  holds  to  the  Calviniftic  fentiments.  Correfponds  with  the 
Charkfton  aflbciation,  by  letters  and  delegates.  Their  annual  meeting  is  held  on 
the  fecond  Saturday  in  Auguft,  and  holds  three  or  four  days. 

33.  CHARLESTON    ASSOCIATION. 

This  aflbciation  was  conftituted  about  1720.  Adopted  the  confeflion  of  faith. 
Correfponds  with  Bethel,  Philadelphia  and  England  aflbciations,  and  fometimes 
with  Georgia  and  Warren  aflbciations,  by  letters  and  delegates. 

34.  GEORGIA    ASSOCIATION,^.; 

This  aflbciation  begun   1784.     Has  not  adopted  the  confeflion  of  faith  j  but 

holds 
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holds  the  Calviniftlc  lentiments.  They  correfpond  with  the  Charlefton  and 
Sandy  Creek  aflbciations,  by  letters,  and  fometimes  by  delegates.  They  have  two 
meetings  yearly,  the  firft  on  Saturday  before  the  third  Lord's  Day  in  May,  and 
the  fecond  the  Saturday  before  the  third  Lord's  Day  in  October,  and  hold 
three  days. 

GENERAL    COMMITTEE,    (Virginia.) 

This  committee  begun  about  1785.  Received  the  confeffion  of  faith  partially, 
on  the  account  of  union  with  the  regular  Baptifts.  Nine  diflrict  aflbciations  meet 
here,  with  letters  and  delegates.  Their  annual  convention  is  held  on  Saturday  be- 
fore the  third  Lord's  Day  in  May,  and  holds  generally  four  days. 

THE   SABBATARIANS   OR   SEVENTH  DAY  BAPTISTS. 

This  fociety  has  not  any  aflbciations  or  conference.  They  differ  in  nothing  elfe 
from  the  regular  Baptifts,  only  that  they  hold  the  feventh  day  for  their  fabbath, 
according  to  the  moral  law  (as  binding)  and  do  not  commune  with  them.  In 
other  refpects,  they  are  very  ftrict  people,  and  upright  in  their  walk. 


An  abfratl  of  principles  held  by  the  Baptijls  in  general,  agreeable  to  the  confejjion  of 
faith  adopted  by  upwards  of  one  hundred  congregations  in  England ',  and  publijhed  in 
Philadelphia ,  1 742  j   which  is  as  a  fan  da  rd for  the  Baptifs.

i.  WE  believe  in  one  only  true  and  living  God ;  and  that  there  are  three 
perfons  in  the  Godhead,  the  Father,  the  Son,  and  the  Holy  Ghoft. 

"  2.  We  believe  that  the  fcriptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Teftament  are  the  word 
of  God,  and  the  only  rule  of  faith  and  practice. 

'*  3.  We  believe  in  the  doctrine  of  eternal  particular  election. 

"  4.  We  believe  in  the  doctrine  of  original  fin. 

"  5.  We  believe  in  man's  impotency  to  recover  himfelf  from  the  fallen  ftate  he 
is  in  by  nature,  by  his  own  free  will  ability. 

"  6.  We  believe  that  finners  are  juffified  in  the  fight  of  God,  only  by  the  impu- 
ted righteoufnefs  of  Chrift. 

"  7.  We  believe  that  God's  elect  (hall  be  called,  converted,  regenerated,  and 
ianctified  by  the  Holy  Spirit. 

"  8.  We  believe  that  the  faints  fhall  perfevere  in  grace,  and  never  fall  finally 
away. 

"  9.  We  believe  that  baptifm  and  the  Lord's  fupper  are  ordinances  of  Jefus 
Chrift,  and  that  true  believers  are  the  fubjects  of  thefe  ordinances — And  we  believe 
that  the  true  mode  of  baptifm  is  by  immerfion. 
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"  10.  We  believe  in  the  refur rettion  of  the  dead,  and  a  general  judgment. 

"  1 1.  We  belieye  the  punifhment  of  the  wicked  will  be  everlafting,  and  the  joys 
of  the  righteous  will  be  eternal. 

"  12.  We  believe  that  no  minifters  have  a  right  to  the  adrniniftration  of  the 
ordinances,  only  fuch  are  regularly  called,  and  come  under  impofition  of  hands  by 
the  prefbytery,  &c.  &c. 

The  plan  or  conftitution  of  the  regular  Baptift  Affociations,  or  the  fubftance 
thereof. 

Preamble. — From  a  long  feries  of  experience,  we,  the  churches  of  Jefus 
Chrift,  being  regularly  baptized  upon  the  profeflionof  our  faith  in  Chrift,  are  con- 
vinced of  the  neceflity  of  a  combination  of  churches,  in  order  to  perpetuate  an  union 
and  communion  amongil  us,  and  preferve  and  maintain  a  correfpondence  with  each 
other  in  our  union : — We  therefore  propofe  to  maintain  and  keep  the  orders  and 
rules  of  an  aflbciation,  according  to  the  following  plan  or  form  of  government. 

Article  I.  The  aflbciation  fhall  be  compofed  of  members  chofen  by  the  dif- 
ferent churches  in  our  union,  and  duly  fent  to  reprefent  them  in  the  aflbciation  \ 
who  (hall  be  members  whom  they  judge  beft  qualified  for  that  purpofe,  and  pro- 
ducing letters  from  their  refpe&ive  churches,  certifying  their  appointment,  fhall  be 
entitled  to  a  feat. 

Art.  II.  In  the  letters  from  the  different  churches,  fhall  be  expreffed,  their 
members  in  full  fellowfhip,  thofe  baptized,  received  by  letter,  difmiffed,  excommu- 
nicated, and  dead  fmce  the  laft  aflbciation.     % 

Art.  III.  The  members  thus  chofen  and  convened,  fhall  have  no  power  to 
lord  it  over  God's  heritage ;  nor  fhall  they  have  any  claflical  power  over  the 
churches ;  nor  fhall  they  infringe  any  of  the  internal  rights  of  any  church   in 

the  union. 

Art.  IV.  The  aflbciation,  when  convened,  fhall  be  governed  and  ruled  by  a 
regular  and  proper  decorum. 

Art.  V.  The  aflbciation  fhall  have  a  moderator  and  clerk,  and  fhall  be  chofen 
by  the  fuffrage  of  the  members  prefent. 

Art.  VI.  New  churches  may  be  admitted  into  this  union,  who  fhall  petition  by 
letter  and  delegates,  and  upon  examination  (if  found  orthodox  and  orderly)  fhall 
be  received  by  the  aflbciation,  and  manifefted  by  the  moderator,  giving  the  dele- 
gate the  right  hand  of  fellowfhip. 

Art.  VII.  Every  church  in  the  union  fhall  be  entitled  to  reprefentation  in  the 
aflbciation. 

Art.  VIII.  Every  query  prefented  by  any  member  in  the  aflbciation,  fhall  be 
once  read :  and  before  it  be  debated  the  moderator  fhall  put  it  to  vote,  and  if  there 
be  a  majority  for  its  being  debated,  it  fhall  be  taken  into  confideration,  and  be  deli- 
berated', but  if  there  be  a  majority  againft  it,  it  fhall  be  withdrawn. 

Art. 
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Art.  IX.  Every  motion  made  and  feconded,  mall  come  under  the  confideration 
of  the  aflbciation,  except  it  be  withdrawn  by  the  member  who  made  it. 

Art.  X.  The  aflbciation  mail  endeavour  to  furnim  the  churches  with  the  mi- 
nutes of  the  aflbciations.  The  beft  method  for  effecting  that  purpofe  mail  be  at 
the  difcretion  of  the  future  aflbciations. 

Art.  XI.  We  think  it  abfolutely  neceflary  that  we  fhould  have  an  aflbciation 
fund,  for  defraying  the  expences  of  the  fame ;  for  the  raifing  and  fupporting  of 
which,  we  think  it  is  the  duty  of  each  church  in  the  union,  to  contribute  volunta- 
rily, fuch  fums  as  they  fhall  think  proper,  and  fend  by  the  hands  of  their  delegates 
to  the  aflbciation ;  and  thofe  monies  thus  contributed  by  the  churches,  and  re- 
ceived by  the  aflbciation,  fhall  be  depofited  in  the  hands  of  a  treafurer  by  the  af- 
fociation,  who  fhall  be  accountable  to  the  aflbciation  for  all  monies  by  him  received 
and  paid  out  according  to  the  direction  of  the  aflbciation. 

Art.  XII.  There  fhall  be  an  aflbciation  book  kept,  wherein  the  proceedings  of 
every  aflbciation  fhall  be  regularly  recorded,  by  a  fecretary  appointed  by  the  aflb- 
ciation, who  fhall  receive  a  compenfation  yearly,  for  his  trouble. 

Art.  XIII-  The  minutes  of  the  aflbciation  fhall  be  read  (and  corrected  if  need 
be)  and  figned  by  the  moderator  and  clerk  before  the  aflbciation  rifes. 

Art.  XIV.  Amendments  to  this  plan  or  form  of  government  may  be  made  at 
any  time  by  a  majority  of  the  union,  when  they  may  deem  it  neceflary. 

Art.  XV.  The  aflbciation  fhall  have  power, 

i.  To  provide  for  the  general  union  of  the  churches. 

2.  To  preferve  inviolably  a  chain  of  communion  amongfr.  the  churches. 

3»  To  give  the  churches  all  neceflary  advice  in  matters  of  difficulty. 

4.  To  enquire  into  the  caufe  why  the  churches  fail  to  reprefent  themfelves  at 
any  time  in  the  aflbciation. 

5.  To  appropriate  thofe  monies  by  the  churches  contributed,  for  an  aflbciation 
fund,  to  any  purpofe  they  may  think  proper. 

6.  To  appoint  any  member  or  members,  by  and  with  his  or  their  confent,  to 
tranfact  any  bufinefs  which  they  may  fee  neceflary. 

7.  The  aflbciation  fhall  have  power  to  withdraw  from  any  church  in  this  union, 
which  fhall  violate  the  rules  of  this  aflbciation,  or  deviate  from  the  orthodox  prin- 
ciples of  religion. 

8.  To  admit  any  of  the  diltant  brethren  in  the  miniftry,  as  afliflants,  who  may 
be  prefent  at  the  time  of  their  fitting,  whom  they  fhall  judge  neceflary. 

9.  The  aflociation  fhall  have  power  to  adjourn  themfelves  to  any  future  time  or 
place  they  may  think  mofl  convenient  to  the  churches  in  the  union. 

RULES 
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RULES     OF    DECORUM. 

1 .  The  aflbciation  fliall  be  opened  and  clofed  by  prayer. 

2.  A  moderator  and  clerk  (hall  be  chofen  by  the  fuffrage  of  the  members 
prefent. 

3.  Only  one  perfon  fliali  fpeak  at  a  time,  who  fliall  rife  from  his  feat  and  addrefs 
the  moderator  when  he  is  about  to  make  his  fpeech. 

4.  The  perfon  thus  fpeaking  fhall  not  be  interrupted  in  his  fpeech  by  any  except 
the  moderator,  till  he  is  done  fpeaking. 

5.  He  fliall  flri&ly  adhere  to  the  fubject,  and  in  no  wife  reflect  on  the  perfon 
who  fpoke  before ;  fo  as  to  make  remarks  on  his  flips,  failings,  or  imperfections ; 
but  fliall  fairly  flate  the  cafe  and  matter  as  nearly  as  he  can,  fo  as  to  convey  his 
light  or  ideas. 

6.  No  perfon  fliall  abruptly  break  off,  or  abfent  himfelf  from  the  aflbciation, 
without  liberty  obtained  from  it. 

7.  No  perfon  fliall  rife  and  fpeak  more  than  three  times  to  one  fubjeft  without 
liberty  obtained  from  the  aflbciation. 

8.  No  member  of  the  aflbciation  fliall  have  liberty  of  laughing  during  the  fitting 
of  the  fame,  nor  whifpcring  in  the  time  of  a  public  fpeech. 

9.  No  member  of  the  aflbciation  fliall  addrefs  another  in  any  other  terms  or  ap- 
pellations but  the  title  of  brother. 

10.  The  moderator  fliall  not  interrupt  any  member  in,  or  prohibit  him  from 
fpeaking  till  he  give  his  light  on  the  fubiecl:,  except  he  break  the  rules  of  this 
decorum. 

1 1 .  The  names  of  the  feveral  members  of  the  aflbciation  fliall  be  enrolled  by 
the  clerk,  and  called  over  as  often  as  the  aflbciation  requires. 

12.  The  moderator  fliall  be  entitled  to  the  fame  privilege  of  fpeech  as  another 
member,  provided  the  chair  be  filled,  and  he  fliall  have  no  vote,  unlefs  the  aflbcia- 
tion be  equally  divided. 

13.  That  any  member  who  fliall  willingly  and  knowingly  break  any  of  thefe 
rules,  fliall  be  reproved  by  the  aflbciation,  as  they  fliall  think  proper. 


HAVING  no  time  now  to  write  upon  practical  religion,  which  ought  to  be  in- 
culcated by  every  faithful  minifter  of  Chrift,  hoping  that  my  dear  brethren  will 
confider  thoroughly  thefe  following  inconfiflencies  among  us,  contrary  to  the  doc- 
trine of  our  Matter  Jefus,  and  to  our  holy  profeflion,  viz.

We  mould  bring  up  our  children  to  work 
and  learning,,  that  they  may  be  at  lead  ufeful  members  of  foeiety. 

3.  Extravagance  or  fuperfluity,  not  only  in  eating  or  drinking,  but  efpecially 
m  drefs,  that  we  may  not  be  conformed  to  the  fmful  cuftoms  of  this  world  - 
but  be  a  feparate  people,  denying  all  ungodlinefs  and  worldly  lull,  Sec. 

4.  The  fupport  of  the  gofpel,  that  God's  fervants  may  be  wholly  given  upto 
their  great  calling,  and  that  every  thing  may  be  decent  in  the  houfe  of  God,,  and 
our  poor  brethren  fupported. 

5.  Strict  attendance  on  our  public  worfliip,  communion  feafons,  and  churcli 
meetings  for  bufmefs,  as  our  indifpenfible  duty. 

6.  That  our  brethren  who  are  called  to  the  miniftry,  fhould  be  encouraged.. 

7.  That  churches  be  not  too  foon  conftituted,  nor  mini'fters  haftily  ordained,, 
till  they  are  proved  to  be  found  in  the  faith,  and  ufeful  in  the  miniftry.     Think 
on  thefe  things,  and  nvay  the  Lord  blefs  you,  my  dear  brethren,  in  the  bonds  cf
